The System Can Be Traced to the Fifth 


Century B. C. 


Shorthand is so closely associated 


with the burry nud rush of modern 
business thnt It ts startling to think 
of its having been iu use among tbe 
ancient Greeks and Romans. Yet there 
seems to be no doubt tbat the orations 
of Cicero were committed to paper 
with as much skill and rapidity as the 
modern stenographer can boast. 


Just how old the system of abbre- 


viated writing Is which the ancient 
Greeks called tachygraphy It Is impos- 
sible to say. Xenophon Is believed to 
have used It In taking notes of the lec- 
tures of Socrafts, which wonld take It 
back to the fifth century before Christ. 
This Is disputed by some authorities, 
but there seems to be no doubt about 
Its use iu the first'century A writer 
in the Chicago Tribune gives some In- 
teresting facts nbout it. 


The development of shorthand was 


due especlnlly to Marcus Tulllus Tiro. 
Born In Lattum In 103 B. C, Tiro, who 
was a slnve. was brought up with 
Cicero, who was some yesrs his Junior. 
Freed, he became Cicero's 
ei retary 


and In this capacity aided him grently. 
In the famous trial of Cntlllne (08 
B C.) the stenographic rapidity of 
Tiro wns at Its height 


In the first century before Christ a 


discourse of Cato Utlcensls, according 
to Plutarch, was tnken down by short- 
hand reporters. 


Enrly In the third century Anno 


Domino is found the term eemelograpn 
(stenographic character), used by the 
Greek orator, Plavius Phllostrntus. 


Orlgen of Alexandria (185-254 A. D.) 


noted his sermons down In shorthand, 
and Socrates, the ecclesiastical his- 
torian of the fourth century, said that 
parts of tbe sermons of St John Chrys- 
ostom were preserved by the same 
process. 


The shorthand that they used was a 


form of writing in which each word 
was represented by a special sign The 
letters of the alphabet, with modifica- 
tions, connected so as to admit of 
great rapidity of execution, formed tbe 
element? of these characters. 


Monllius, who wns a contemporary 


of Cicero, Virgil and Horace, mentions 
It In verse. He says: 
In shorthand skilled, where little marks 
comprise 


Whole words, a sentence in a single let- 
ter lies 


And, while the willing hand Its aid af- 
fords, 


Prevents the tcngue to fix the falling 
words 


The Ubiquitous Tin Can. 


The ubiquitous Ameripan tin can is 


proving in its way a kind of universal 
civllizer, since It Is found doing duty 
for n variety of purposes In almost 
every country on the face of tbe earth. 
In Japan tomato cans are utilized as 
flowerpots, In China salmon cans are 
used as soup ladles, and In the Hima- 
layas painted tin cans serve as head- 
dresses for idols. South sea belles use 
tin cans as hand mirrors, while Pata- 
gonlan chiefs wear them suspended 
about their necks as ornaments. The 
Eskimos use peach cans for bird traps, 
the bright flashing of the tin on the 
top of n pole attracting the curiosity of 
the birds so that they ore induced to 
fly close to the hunters. A queer sort 
of drum was Mund by one explorer to 
the Tlerra del Fuego islands made out 
of tin cans 
In Turkey oil cans are 


commonly used In the place of palls 
to carry water, or, battered out, are 
employed for sheathing on huts. Tin 
plate has been manufactured In Amer- 
ica since 1892, and tin cans'bave been 
made for a longer "period This indus- 
try is now one of the most Important 
In the world 
Every month America 


makes enough tin "cans to belt the 
globe if the sides were spread open.— 
Zlon'3 Herald.

FUEL FAMINE HARDSHIPS. 


Farmers on Canadian Border Burning 


Their Houses to K»«p Warm. 


Telegrams from the Canadian border 


Just north of the North Dakota boun- 
dary show that a grave condition pre- 
vails there owing to the fuel famine 
and the blockade of railroads, says a 
St. Paul special dispatch to the New 
York World. Three families of new 
settlers have merged their effects Into 
one household while the homes of the 
remaining two are. being torn down 
and burned to'keep' the families from 
freezing. 
The plan has been adopted 


by scores of farm families. 


Where grain was not shipped it Is 


being burned as fuel, but wheat makes 
a poor flre unless used with wood, 
and It has been necessary to burn 
fence posts and barns, while cattle 
have either been killed for fuel or 
turned loose on the prairies. 


A telegram from Oraik, Saskatche- 


wan, says Charles Cole, a farmer, 
came hi to town for coal after burning 
every stick of lumber ou his place and 
when he found he could get no fnel 
cried like a child, saying be had not* 
Ing to burn now but his "wagon. He 
finally took back with him a load of 
corn.

Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 25.—A great 


deal of interest is betas displayed in 
the fate of the trolley freight bills 
that has been sent back to committa 
tor amendment 
Some think that -it 


is never to see the light of day again 
and that its enemies are responsible 
for its recommitment 
But this view 


Is not generally accepted. Although 
It is the evident purpose of the rail- 
road companies to keep all inimical 
railroad legislation In committeos.botb 
friends and enemies of the trolley 
freight bill were responsible for send- 
ing the measure hack to the commit 
tee on electric railways for repairs. 


A bill allowing trolley cars to carry 


freight will be passed just as certain 
as anvthing can be 
The disposition 


of the legislators and the temper ol 
the people will allow nothing else But 
the law makers realize there is danger 
In giving trolley companies too much 
power, Just as the railroads have had 


x> much leeway in the past. 
It Is desired that trolley companies 


shall be regulated by the cities and 
boroughs through which they pass. Oth- 
erwise It might happen that freight 
handling, proving more profitable than 
passenger traffic, the latter would be 
discriminated against by the trolley 
companies, much to the disadvantage 
of the people 


There is one thing certain, and that 


is, the moment the bill allowing trol' 
ley companies the right to carry 
freight passes and Is put upon the 
statute hooka there will be a grgat 
Impetus to t.ie trolley business New 
companies will spring up all over the 
state, and th(s state Is likely to be 
griiironed from one end to the other 
with trolley lines within the next few 
years 
It consequently behooves the 


lawmakers to go slow In granting so 
Important a privilege to trolley com 
nanies. The bill that came near pass 
in the house would allow freight of 
anv and all kinds to be carried in the 
same cars with passengers, for there 
was no provision or restriction of any 
kind respecting the matter. 
It was 


a carelessly diawn bill, and had been 
very hurriedly considered in commit 
tee 


Unanimous Yot« On 2-Cent Fare Bill, 


The passage by unanimous vote In 


tbe house of the two-cent fare bill 
was administered as sort of a rebuke 
to President George P. Baer, of the 
Philadelphia & Reading Railway, who 
intimated that members of the legis 
lature had the right to violate their 
pledges If they wished to do so In vot 
ing upon the two-cent fare hill. Not 
a member of the lower house dared 
vote against the measuure—not even 
Mr Blakslee,' Democrat, of Carbon, 
who made a speech against the meas- 
ure 
He declared that the bill is un 


constitutional. 


Well, whether the bill Is unconstitu- 


tional or not, It went through the 
house, and will go through the senate 
unless it Is found to be Illegally drawn 
Then some amendments will be made 
to it to make It legal 
There is noth- 


tn that can stop it from going through, 
not even George F. Bear, or any of 
his railroad associates 


Both the trolley freight and the two- 


cent fare bill were In the platform 
of the Republican party, and the Re 
publicans have assumed the responai 
blllty for putting both of these bills 
through 
The senate is not under 


railroad domination 
Even if a ma 


Jority of the members should feel 
friendly toward the railroads, most of 
the members are ambitious politically 
and any man knhws that it would be 
political suicicTcCfor him to attempt 
to,sidestep any of the great issues of 
the day. 


"Square Deal" For Foreigners. 


The bill prohibiting unnaturallzed 


foreign-bore citzens from possessing 
firearms, and making it unlawful for 
any one to sell firearms to them, is 
going to get a get bump before It 
goes through. D. F Dempsey, of Lack- 
awanna, threatens to make a fight 
against Its passage. He says that the 
bill Is not a "square deal" to the for- 
eigners. He says that they are not 
all criminals, and that to prohibit them 
from possessing weapons of any kind 
Is an infringement upon their perso- 
nal rights 
It allows officers to break 


property of railroads, street railroads, 
telegraph, telephone, water, gas, electric 
light, heat and public utility companies 
ts likely to be amended so as to In- 
clude all boroughs and townships. It 
Is contended that the boroughs and 
townships need the revenue to be de- 
rived fiom such taxation and are Just 
as much entitled to it as are the cities. 
This is a very Important bill and la 
-Hkely to meet with the combined op- 
position of all corporations. 


Local Option Advocates Busy. 


Local option advocates have been 


busy at Harrisburg. They are working 
very hard to secure the passage ol 
their bill. It Is hard to predict what 
success the measure will have, but li 
Is certain to- cause many a heartache 
before many days. The opponents ol 
the bill are working Just as hard to 
keep It within the committee. Peti- 
tions begging the legislature to pass 
the bill come pouring In, and there is 
no doubt that with many members 
they will have considerable effect Ton 
can't always tell from what a member 
says just how he is going to vote, and 
should there be a stampede It is doubt, 
ful If anything could atop the passage 
of the measure. 


There are at present" many local op- 


tion districts In Pennsylvania, like- 
wise many prohibitory districts created 
by special acts of the legislature. These 
the new bill would not affect. 
The 


only way these special laws could be 
repealed would be to pass' special re- 
pealing legislation. 


Sentiment seems to be growing In 


favor of a constitutional convention. 
The bill introduced by Senator Lang- 
fltt providing for a vote to be taken 
on the question Is regarded as a very 
fair one By putting the question up 
to the people the election, will cost 
nothing, as it Is to be held on the regu- 
lar election day Then If the people 
decide that a constitutional convention 
to necessary the cost of the convention 
will be borne by the state and will not 
be excessive. In fact, It Is believed 
that if it should be decided In conven- 
tion to have but one election a year 
Instead of two the state would save 
more in one year than the expense of 
the convention would be. Governor 
Stuart intimated very strongly that 
something should be done- toward fram- 
ing a new constitution for the state, 
and there is no doubt that he would 
sign the bill [f it reaches him 


Want a Legislative Bureau, 


A great lot of illegally drawn bills 


have been Introduced in tbe legisla- 
ture. Some of them may reach the 
governor. Then It will be his business 
to determine their legality or illegal- 
ity. Of course his attorney general will 
have to bear the brunt of this work 
Senator Phillips, of New Castle, is the 
author of a plan to create a legislative 
reference bureau 
The scheme is in 


practical working order in Wisconsin, 
and many would like to try it here in 
Pennsylvania. 
According to the bill, 


which Senator Phillips is preparing, 
the duties of the bureau will be to 
pass upon the constitutional questions 
involved in the legislation. The bureau 
also will be available for drafting bill 
Members are obliged to bear this ex 
pense themselves at present. Anothe 
Idea is to use the card system for In 
dexing the vast collection of Informa 
tion which wonld be collected by sui 
a bureau. There would also be a pro 
vision for the exchange of cards be 
tween states 
In this way the Penn 


sylvania legislature would be In tou< 
with what law makers In other state 
are doing. 


It is Senator Phiyips' idea to thro 


such safeguards about the bureau as 
will keep it entirely out of politics 
If this cannot be done the bureau wll 
be of little value. According to th 
vetoes of former Governor Samuel W 
Pennypaoker, many bills passed by th 
last legislature were killed by him be 
cause of their unconstitutionally. Th: 
bureau would be expected to save thj 
governor much trouble in this respect

There ie such a bewildering variety of 


cereal breakfast foods on the market 
with saeh differences ia appearance, taste 
and claims to nutritive value, that it its 
hard to mafee an intelligent choice be- 
tween them. Fur that reason the bulletin 
by Dr. Oharlos B. Wood and Prof. Harry 
Snyder recantly issued by tho department 
ol Agriculture should prove of intercut. 
True economy here, as with other kinds 
of foodt, depoods upon the amount of di- 
gestible nutrients which can bo obtained 
for a given sum of money. 


Of the five cereals most commonly used 


for breakfast foods, oats contain perhaps 
the largest quaotites ot the important 
nutrients, with a fairly low proportion 
of crude fibre. Wheat ranks very close 
to oats in all respects, however, and even 
when prepared with bran is freeer from 
crude tibro. Many persons consider that 
the bran contains BO much protein and de- 
sirable mineral matters that it should be 
retained in spite of the crude fibre which 
it contain*. Digestion experiments Indi- 
cate, however, that 
the crude fiber 


makes the whole material BO much lesi 
digestible that more protein is actually 
available to the body when the bran is 
excluded" 
Moreover, the ordinary mixed 


diet probably furnishes alt the mineral 
matters which the healthy body needs, so 
bran in not needed for this purpose* The 
bran-containing preparations should be 
avoided by parsons of weak digestion, but 
are often uielnl in oases of constipation. 
Such differences are however, too Email 
to be of importance 'to nozmal healthy 
persona, 
and ail ordinary varietiea of 


breakfast cereals are wholesome. Indi- 
vidual taste must determine wniab is the 
most palatable.

ity and relative cost will always aim 
rightly bo important features tn the selec- 
tion of ali these cereal breakfast foods. 
Corn and^iis preparations are rich In 
carbohydrates and fut, but aro slightly 
less digestible than the other cereals, 
Rice is poor In proteio, but remarkably 
free from crude fiber, and conMqueatly 
furnishes a large proportion of digestible 
oarbohydraes 
Barley contains a fair pro- 


portion of nutrients and is moderately di- 
gestible. All these differences in compo- 
sition and digestibility am comparatively 
slight and may be disregarded by healthy

In choosing between the various break 


fast foods It muit be remembered that 
novel appearance and a quasi-scientific 
name do not necessarily represent any uir 
usual food value. 
Unless something i 


added during the process of manufacture 
all brands must bnve just about the sam< 
composition as tho cereals from whlol 
thoy are made, as manipulation cannu 
increase the amount of food material 
though U ma; modify its appearance am 
flavor. 
As far OB the claims to pre-digee 


tton are concerned, it is safest to as 
sumo that in at least the majority o 


tbo goods do not contain a inuc 


larger proportion uf soluble—1. e , par 
tlaliy digested—starch than any thor 
oughly cooked cereal. 
Fortunately the 


matter is ot little import a ace to health 
persons, since they arc probably bettB 
off for doing their own formal work o 
digestion. 
If anyone ie so ill as to n 


pro-digested food, h« should depend upon 
the professional advicn of a competon 
pbyslclan in selecting It. The pre-digest 
cd aud malted cereals should bo Judge 
by the same standards aa the others. 


It should not be forgotten that break 


fast cereals of all BorCs BIO usually fre 
from harmful adulterants and that, es 
pooially ia tho case of package goods 
they reach the con Burner in a clean, fres 
condition. 


The, invoatigations made at the agricu 


tnral experiment station have thus fa 
fulled to dieoovei any anilorm relutio 
between pnoo and nutritive value. Th 
retail prices of breakfast cereals run a 
the way from' three cents a pound fo 
some of the plain meals sold in bulk to 
cents or more for some of tbe ready-to 
tmt brands.

brands usually medium priced, are oer 
tainly easier to piepare than tho 
grains and may be truly economical i 
households where time, labor and fpel ui 
scarce.

Nearly all his verse was the

Until far Into in ddle life the poet 


was "Professor" Longfellow For near- 
ly twenty1) ears he occupied the chair 
of modern language s at Harvard, and 
for se»eral jears in his earlier man- 
hood he had held a similar chair at 
Bowdoln, T\ here In Uls nineteenth year 
he was graduated 
During his profess- 


orship days he mm e tno trips to Eu- 
rope for the studv of modern lan- 
guages. Later he made two more trips 
for the study of mo lorn conditions and 
just to see the world and broaden his 
experiences. 


Professor Longfellow was not mere- 


ly respected by th» young collegians 
whom he Instructe 1 In literature and 
languages. They loved him

Wentwortb Higglnson, one of those 
fortunate boys, tell i in a current mag- 
azine article how J >hn Revere, grand- 
son of the Paul He ere whose ride the

And Throe Times the Trap, Which Had 


Previously Been Tested and Found 
In Good Working Order, Refused to 
Open When the Bolt Wa> Drawn. 


One of the most remarkable scene* 


-tver witnessed on the gallows took 
jilaco in England In the last century. 


Early on the morning of Feb. 23, 


1885, a considerable crowd of people 
gathered before the grim front of Ex- 
eter prison 
It was a silent crowd, 


shivering in the keen wind that blew 
around those frowning walls on that 
dull, misty morning, and its eyes were 
all bent on a flagstaff which stood bare. 
They were waiting for a flag to be 
hoisted—the terrible black flag which 
should announce that Justice had been 
done on n murderer. 


luside the prison a warder stood 


ready, holding In' his hand the cord 
which should hoist the hideous black 
drapery lying on the ground at his feet, 
but the signal did not come Instead 
of it there arrived an excited prison 
officer. 


"Tho flag will not be hoisted. Lee 


will not be hanged today," he said. 


John 'Lee, the prisoner whose death 


signal that crowd had awaited, had 
had one of the most remarkable es- 
capps from cnpltal punishment record- 
ed In our prison history. To this day 
It remains somewhat of a mystery 
how John Lee lived so many years 
after the events of that terrible morn- 
Ing. 


"I had a dream," the wretched man 


wrote to his sister the day after his 
fearful expel icnce on the scaffpld—"I 
had a drenni on Sunday night (the 
night before the day fixed for the exe- 
cution) tlmt the. scaffold was not leady 
and that they hnd to make another. 
I told the officers that were on watch 
over me at 6 o'clock In the morning, 
but 1 did not tljlnk it was corning true. 
But It did It was the Lord's will that 
I should not die yesterday at the time 
appointed by man. I believe what OC' 
cuned was a miracle I was on the 
brink of <lcath three times It Is iny 
wish to die I am tired of this world, 
and I am waiting for the time to come, 
and I hope It will not be long. I have 
been dead to this world three times." 


John Lee did "not exaggerate his aw- 


ful expel lence 


At 8 In the morning of that Febru- 


ary dny he bad been led from his cell 
to die In what had been tho conch 
house of the prison the gallows had 
been erected. Beneath was a deep pit 
covered by tho closed doors, which, 
whou tlie condemned man was placed 
In proper position, should, at a signal 
from the executioner, fly open, a bolt 
being withdrawn by an assistant pull 
Ing a lever The whole arrangement 
bad been tebted sc\ era! times and had 
woilxed sati^factoiily 
But now, with 


John Lcc stindue theio with the cap 
dinwu o\er his face and the hangman's 
rope around -his neck, the flap doois 
beuenth his feet would not give way! 
Berry made tl o fatal slgual, the assist- 
ant pulled the level,'the bolt flew back, 
but the cloois kept their place. Then 
warders rnslieJ forwaid and stamped 
with tlielr feet upon the doois They 
remained firm Lee was led aside, and 
caipenters vore called In to saw some 
of the woodwoik away Again all was 
leatly. The cleigj man once more came 
to the words, ' In the midst of life we 
aie in death" Again the signal was 
given, the bar was pulled, but the doors 
icfused to part. 


John Lee stood there before them

Tlnce times did Out happen For no 


tenei tlinu eighteen minutes Lee stood 
tlieie tasting the tigouy of momenta 
illy expected death 


Then the w bite cap was taliea from 


his face ajcl tlie rope fioui aronud his 
neck, and be wns led back to prison, 
while the Jail authorities hastily con- 
ferred as to "n lint should be done. A 
tekgiam \\ns dispatched to tbe homo 
seciotary, SIi William Hiucou"t, In 
forming him of the extraordinary oc- 
currence and requesting lustijict.nas 
Later the undeisheiiff proceeded to 
Loudon to interview the secretary.

would shock the feelings of every one 
If this man were_called upon to again

Shakespeare in Elizabethan etageland 
with that now held by G B Shaw 
Shnw, like Shakespeare, he said, had 
brought to the stage a new way of 
showing forth mon. and women, togeth- 
er with o startling philosophy show- 
Ing that people are all airant hum- 
bugs, deceiving themselves.

were true, then there was a really 
great man parsing among them. 


Mr Shaw who waa occupying a re- 


mote seat In the hall, thereupon re- 
sponded to calls for a speech. He dig- 
claimed Mr Pole's version of his phi- 
losophy 
He said that neither Shake- 


speare nor himself believed all men to 
be arrant humbugs, but that "all the 
world's a stage" and that every man 
IB not only a player, but an uncoil- 
clous dramatist 
This was a fact of which Shake- 
leare and himself, being professional 
ramaflsts, were peculiarly aware 
eople were not all arrant humbugs, 
ut unfortunately they sometimes be- 
eved in their own dramatization.

The Moder' 
ates, to distinguish themselves from 
the others, put the letters "O P.," 
meaning "old pledge.'S after their 
names, while the total abstainers used 
the letter "T," meaning "Total."—

All 
chimneys vibrate, especially In a gale.

To Tell Weather a Year Ahead. 


In nn address the other day at the 


University of Chicago, Frank H. Blge- 
low, head of the division of records of 
the United States weather bureau, said 
that ftom Investigations conducted by 
him to the last thirty-three years It 
would scon be possible for the depart- 
ijment to make a yearly forecast of the 
weather, with as near an approach to 
accuracy as the bureau's present pre- 
dictions. Mr. Bigelow's theory Is bas- 
ed upon the action of the sun and Its 
effect on the weather and also on the 
number and size of the sun spots, says 
a Chicago dispatch 
He says he has 


discovered that meteorological changes 
depend almost entirely on the sun's ac- 
tion and condition.
